Colonel Henry Watterson tells a story 


of an old compositor whose life had 
been given np to hard work and the fol- 
lowing of eccentric ideas, one of •which 
was that the human race slept too 
mnch.

once & week take too mnch when given 
to them, which has the effect of wasting 
mnch nutrition in the animal which the

salting day comes around ill ettocts are 
caused in the system by tho lack of 
salt. This being the ciise, tho farmer 
who depends upon weekly salting, be 
be ever so regular, cannot fail to lose 
milk from his cows and rle.sh from hi* 
steers and other fattening stock. Some 
resort to the plan of putting a little salt 
into the food every day or tw a 
Now, 


this is all chance work and cannot give 
the best results, as the animal it&elf in 
the only proper judge of how much to 
take and will never take too much or 
too little when given fne aecesS to it. 
Now, when stables have been fitted up 
with boxes in tho stalls, tho supply can 
be kept constantly before them by using 
either barrel or rock n.ilt, tho former 
having to be supplied eveiy few days, 
while a four or five pound lump will 
last for woeks. Another advantage in 
using rock fialt is that it can be thrown 
into an ordinary manper and not inter- 
fere with the food. The animal can lick 
at it as desired, and no evil results or 
waste in food or salt can follow. Then, 
again, for field Halting in the Hummer 
a lump can be thrown on the ground, 
exposed to the Run and rain, without 
loss or other objection, while when bar- 
rel salt is used the box \\ill be half tho 
time empty, and irregular Halting re- 
sults.—Farmers' Advocate.

Colored Policeman, 


Vena, and Still More to bo Taken, 


The subpoenas which were Issued 


before a notary public to summon 
witnesses before certain members of 
the city council, to testify In refer- 
ence to the assault made by the col- 
ored policeman, Vena, upon Tbeo. 
Lipfert, brought forth another wit- 
ness, a well known carpenter named
